Pitsburg, Pa., M arch 14.—It has ju st 
become known th a t W arden E dw ard S. 
W right of the W estern penitentiary 
has been quitely resting in his private 
ap artm en t at the prison since last Sun­ 
day afternoon, w aiting for the bones 
of his nose to knit and the discoloration 
about his eyes to disappear. 
His in­ 
juries are the result of a vicious a s­ 
sault m ade by convict No. 4,444, Jam es 
C. Dugan, a three-year m an from Clin­ 
ton county, in the chapel and in full 
view of 800 fellow prisoners. It is cus­ 
tom ary a t these Sunday chapel serv­ 
ices for the convicts to come forw ard 
a fte r they close and prefer any request 
they have to m ake of the w arden. D u­ 
gan cam e forw ard and sat beside the 
w arden, asking to be restored to a cer­ 
tain line of work. Mr. W right quitely 
told him there would be am ple oppor­ 
tu n ity to discuss such a m atter the 
next day. 
D ugan rose, and, quick as 
a flash, sw ung his right arm and p lan t­ 
ed his fist full against the bridge of the 
w arden’s nose, right between the eyes. 
The fellow then leaped and fell over 
the edge of the platform . G uards E d­ 
w ards, W heeler, and 
Griffiths 
seized 
him. He begged, in a subdued way, 
his sudden frenzy seem ingly having 
departed, "D on’t hit me.”

Legislature This Morning—Assem­ 
blyman Kimball’s Asylum Trustee 
Bill Passed To a Third Reading—

Dr. Q. O. Sutherland is now a me'm- 
b .ry of the state boar ! of health, his 
nomination 
being confirm by the 
legislature this morning, and his term 
will expire on the first Monday in 
February 1902. 
At the same time the appointment 
of Curry G. Bell of Bayfield, as a mem­ 
ber of the state fish commission to 
succeed Richard Valentine of this city, 
waB confirmed. 
The position with which Dr, Suther­ 
land has been honored, is one of con­ 
siderable responsibility. 
The board 
consists of seven members, 
one of 
whom is appointed annually by the 
governor to serve seven years. 
The 
board elects its own officers and the 
members receive no compensation for 
their services, but an annual appro­ 
priation 
of 
$5500 
is 
made 
to 
cover their expenses. 
The secretary 
receives a salary fixed by the board. 
The law by which the board is created 
provides that it shall have a ‘ general 
supervision of the interests 
of the 
health and life of the citizens of the 
state” and directs that they 
shall 
make sanitary investigation in regard 
to the causes of disease, epidemics etc. 
All physicians must report contagious 
diseases to the local boards, who, in 
turn notify the state board 
It has 
ch »rge of all matters relating to gen 
eral quarantine, and in emergency can 
make rules and regulations for the 
protection of the public health, which 
it is the duty of all local and general 
officers of the state to enforce. 
Dr. Sutherland succeeds Samuel C. 
Johnson of Hudson, whose term ex­ 
pired the first Monday in Feb., 1894. 
Assemblyman Kimball's bill

A novel scheme for advertising is 
adopted by the managers of “ Model 
City,” Niagara county, N. Y., 
and 
thereby several Janesville traveling 
men have become possessed of lots in 
that place. 
The company set apart 
five hundred lots to be sold exclusively 
to traveling men at $200 each, paya 
hie in installments of $1 
per week. 
F. G. Loomis of this city, was one of 
the men who accepted the terms and 
visited the new town this week to 
pick out the property. 
He returned 
home yesterday and is enthusiastic 
over the idea. 
The plan of the com­ 
pany is to build a canal from a point 
abave the Niagara Falls to a paint be­ 
low the falls for the generation of 
power. 
They agree to furnish forty 
norse power and a site free to any 
concern that will locate there and 
hold out other inducements. 
The town is now being laid out and 
Mr. Loomis says a $20,000 block is 
now in the course of erection. 
Some 
of the regulations are that no saloons 
can 
be 
started 
in 
the 
city; 
no tenement bouses can be built; elec­ 
tric light, gas, telephone and similar 
enterprises will all be constructed and 
controlled by the city gore nment: no 
water, gas or other pipes can be laid 
in the streets, but all must be put 
put down in the alleys; the city builds 
all sidewalks: an industrial university 
will be built and operated by the mu­ 
nicipal authorities; in fact it is propo­ 
sed to make it an end-of-thc-cen ury 
city and do away with ail municipal 
evils.
